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CONDITIONS AND METHODS. 


A great deal is said and published nowadays about the de- 


cline of the country church and rural life generally, and it is 
contended also that the attendance of the city churches is 
not what it ought to be. But in the/cities there are so many 
people that fair sized congregations can be made up of a very 
small proportion of the community, and so the legging there 
is'not so noticeable as in the country, even if as pronounced 
in-proportion to poulation. 


For conditions as they exist in the rural districts numerous 


remedies are proposed, one of which is that the church must 
retake the place it held in the earlier days and become again 
the "hub o*f ..the wheel," so to speak. The obstacle in the 
way of restoring the church to its old-time influence 
and 


leadership is said to be a lack of funds, the country communi- 
tise being unable or unwilling to pay salaries that will at- 
tract and hold to the pulpit the right kind of men ,men able 
to lift the church from its present low level to the place 
it ought to occupy as the central and guiding influence in the 
community. 


In the discussion of agricultural conditions and the cost of 


living the farmers are told, sometimes politely and sometimes 
ver/bluntly, that the trouble arises fro mthe fact tbaUhey 
do not understand their business and are not up to the times. 
Legislation and commissions are multiplied in an effort to lift 
the farmers out of the rut, and possibly this is all right. It is 
yet too early to measure the fruits of the agitation. 


But what of the church? If that, too, has fallen behind in 


the rapid movement of the age, is it not possible that new 
and "modern" methods are needed there? 
If so, it may be 


profitable to consider briefly the methods of Rev. "Billy" 
Sunday, the former baseball player. 
He is now the most 


conspicuous evengelist in the country and does not lack sup- 
port, if it is true, as reported, that a collection recently taken 
for him in Pittsburg amounted to aboue $35,000. 
His ap- 


pearance at Carnegie Hall in New York was the occasion of 
a riot, such was the eagerness to see and hear him, 
he "sailed 


into the devil" with all the gestures, loudnesS and slang of the 
baseball-field, coining some of his slang as he went along. 
And he made a great impression! 


Perhaps here is a pointer for the church in general, anc 


particularly the country church. To hold it up as such would 
be as sensible as much that is said to and about the farmers. 


The Northfield, Mass., schools haye received a gift of o 


$100,000 from a donor whose name is not made public. Th' 
schools were funded by the late Dwi:ght L. Moody, the world- 
famed evangelist, and stand high among the educational in 
stitutions of the country.

Doubling Postal Bank De, 


• posits. 


A bill to double' the niiximum deposit and interest limit of 


he United States postal banks has been favorably reported 
o the House, with the indorsement of the postmaster-general. 
Begun Jan. 1, 1911, this system now has to its credit an aver- 
ge aggregate deposit from month to month of $34,000,000, 
hough $500 is the limit of total account bankable by any 
ndividual, and the interest paid is only 2 per cent. '1 here is 
official authority for the statement that the sum turned away 
low under present restrictions amounts to more than the 
urn accepted, a surprisingly large number of would-be de- 
lositors, it is said, caring little or nothing for interest paid if 
3lily they can bank with the nation. 


Opposition that originally, fought this project to keep in the 


•ountry money that in huge amounts was then sent.abroad in 
jostal orders by alien workers has well nigh ceased. Savings 
ranks have found it less hostile to them then they expected to 
:ind it, and national banks now struggle to get use of the 
:apital which the government loans them at a slight increase 
n interst charge over what the depositors in the postal banks 
-eceive. 
Indeed the postmaster-general is contemplating in- 


.reducing the method, of competition among the 
national 


ranks by formal bids for use of the moneythat formerly went 
abroad or was hidden away an dthus kept from circulation. 


Inasmuch as additional business, amounting to millions, 


which the postal banks could do if the new limits were de- 
fined can be carried on with comparatively small additional 
expense to the department, it is difficult to see what objec- 
tion there can be to enactment of the law that is favored by 
the House posloffice committee and the postmaster-general. 
—Christian Science Monitor.
